Council Whitewash

What Is p robably the greatest disservice Ihe 
City Cmincll has ever p erformed for Lincoln 
was done with the whitewash It gave the Polirr 
Dep artment investigation of the .Vtarkweatlier 
murder ease. It is fantastic that the City ('oiin- 
cU could be as naive as it has been in coniieellitn 
with this issue. On the basis of three short re­ 
p orts covering the investigation, ali the rep orts 
written after the crimes had been committed, 
the Council rendered a decision that Ihe inves­ 
tigation had been p rop erly handled. 
★ 
The Council made no effort, and p robably 
did not even have the imagination to thuik, to 
ascertain details of the investigation. 
Original 
rep orts of the inve.stigating officers, made im­ 
mediately after each inve.stigation and lietore 
tlie crimes had been discov- 
ere<l. were not askinl lor by 
the Ciiy Council. There were 
no q ue.stions asked by the 
Council as to what, if any, 
co-ordination there is witlvin the Police Dep art­ 
ment on the investigation of the same ra.se by 
different officers at different times. 
It is q uite 
natural that rep orts on the investigation written 
after it was discovered that a crime had been 
committed would make much more sense Uian 
rep orts made on a case before it was known 
that the case involved any violation of the law. 
Yet, the Council accep ted these rep orts at lace 
value and gave the investigation a clean bill 
of health. 
What would the Coimcil have found 
had it seen the original re|>orts made by investi­ 
gating officers? 
For one thing, it would have 
» een that the rep orts on both the Saturday and 
Monday investigation of the Bartlett home in 
Belmont were, combined, few’er than HH) words 
in length. 
★ 
The rep orts were entirely loo sketchy and 
wholly inadeq uate, even for what might have 
been considered a routine investigation. Rep orts 
such as those could contribute p ractically noth- 
lag to any continuing Investigation. Secondly, the 
Council would have found that contents of the 
original rep orts are not entirely In harmony 
with the more detailed rep orts made after the 
Investigation and given to Ihe Council. Rep ort­ 
ing to the Council, officers on the Saturday night 
Investigation of the home stated that no lights 
were on at the house. The original rep ort of the 
officers who investigated the home Monday 
morning states that lM>th a night light and p orch 
light were on at Uie time of Ihcir visit. 
★ 
The original rep ort on the Monday morning 
investigation slated, “ Checked this hon« ' by 
crawlmg through the wiikIow, no one was at 
home, the night light and p orch light were on. 
It is ap p arent that they were not home since the 
officers were there Saturday night." The last 
sentence of that rep ort does not fit at all 
with 
the 
rep ort 
made 
by 
the same officers later and 
given to the Council. In the 
later rep ort, the officers said, 
“ The home in general was in 
such a ctmdition as though the occup ants had just 
left . . . " 
But the Council did not have the 
original rep orts from which to make a comp ari­ 
son. They 
not only neglected to ask for these 
rep orts but q uestioned no other p hase of tiie in­ 
vestigation as it was related to tiiem. They w ere 
evidently satisfied that it was normal tor re­ 
p orted sick p eop le, including a three-year-old 
child, to be cured of the flu in a day and gone 
from home. In the rep ort given the City Coun­ 
cil, it was stated that at abcHit 1:30 p .m. Mon­ 
da y , a check on the Starkweather car which had 
been p icked up by Starkweather failed to locate 
the car. 
★ 
No one on (he Council asked what was done, 
if anything, to further the investigation for the 
car. Bodies in the Bartlett home were carried 
•utslde on a door rip p ed off Its hinges from 
Inside the bouse. 
The Council was not inter­ 
ested, evidently, in why this raised no susp icion 
in the o fficers* minds on Monday or if the offi­ 
cers ev en noticed H.. The Council exp ressed no 
Interest In finding out how the Investigation was 
handled even after the bodies were discovered 
on the Bartlett p remises. The Council made no 
inquiry as to the scop e or adeq uacy or sp ee' of 
the hunt fo r susp ects. The Council, p lain and 
simple, had no foundation whatsoever for com­ 
mending the Investigation and showed a definite 
la ck o f m aturity, understanding and c‘omp re­ 
hension. This issue is not just Imp ortant be­ 
cause blame, If cause for It exists, should bt 
fix ed and the Individual involved dealt with ac- 
cordiagly. Firings on any scale are of doubtful 
need a nd would be o f little if any value. There 
will be exp lained here nex t the Imp ortanee of 
(his Issue—Its signilicauce, something the City 
Council has failed 
co mpletely to grasp .
